IT  WAS  REVEALED  today 
that  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  has  approved  a lic- 
ense for  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity to  reactivate  a bankrupt  T.V. 
station. 

T.  M.  Williams,  director  of  radio 
and  television  for  BYU,  revealed 
that  a license  has  been  approved 
by  the  F.  C.  C.  to  reactivate  sta- 
tion KLOR  on  Columbia  Lane  in 
South  Orem.  The  channel  will  be 
used  mainly  for  educational  mat- 
ters with  a small  amount  of  news 
coverage  added. 

BEFORE  THE  university  can 
begin  purchasing  the  equipment 
for  operation  however,  they  must 
submit  a detailed  report  to  the 
FCC  outlining  how  they  plan  to 
equip  the  station,  the  source  of 
power,  and  what  they  plan  to  pro- 
gram. 

Most  of  the  equipment  for  the 
station  will  have  to  be  purchased, 
as  the  greater  portion  of  the 


equipment  previously  used  by  the 
station  has  been  either  reposessed, 
stolen,  or  lost. 

IT  IS  ESTIMATED  that  it  will 
take  a year  before  the  station 
may  begin  transmission. 

Operations  will  probably  start 
with  20  hours  per  week  of  non- 
commercial educational  programs

Best  to  Train 
Says  Larson 

Dear  Editor: 

The  time  for  excuse-making  for 
BYU  athletics  is  over.  BYU  is  new 
a m&mber  of  a conference  which, 
presumably,  intends  .to  be  “big 
time.”  Yet  the  old  attitudes  per- 
sist. In  football,  is  it  a simpering, 
“We’re  building  now.  Just  wait 
until  next  year.”  As  far  as  I know 
this  attitude  is  about  forty  years 
old,  and  something  should  be 
done  now  to  discard  it. 

I feel  obliged  to  convey  some  of 
my  father’s  attitudes  about  BYU 
athletics.  His  loyalty  to  the  Uni- 
versity was  unquestioned;  he 
proved  that  many  times.  I know 
that  he  would  want  me  to  speak 
for  him. 

It  was  in  the  thirties  that  he 
and  I used  to  attend  the  BYU  and 
U.  of  U.  football  games  in  the 
Utah  stadium.  Every  year  we 
would  see  the  BYU  teams  drub- 
bed. My  father  would  shake  his 
head  and  say  of  the  BYU  team, 
“They  aren’t  willing  to  pay  the 
price.” 

Generally  speaking,  the  BYU 
teams  are  still  not  willing  to  pay 
the  price.  They  were,  apparently, 
in  1916-23  and  in  1951. 

My  father  felt  that  because  of 
the  Church  BYU  athletes  are  ob- 
liged to  be  among  the  best  in  the 
world.  If  BYU  athletes  live  the 


Word  of  Wisdom  by  the  letter  and 
by  the  spirit  they  will  be. 

According  to  my  father,  the 
way  to  achieve  athletic  suprema- 
cy is  not  some  vast  secret.  It  is 
quite  simple  and  close-at-hand. 

Given  just  one  thing— -and  that 
is  an  aptitude  for  the  sport  an 
athlete  is  engaged  in— -then  all  de- 
pends on  training.  THE  WAY  TO 
BEAT  AN  OPPONENT  IS  TO 
OUT-TBAIN  HIM.  But  training 
is  not  a matter  of  just  a few 
hours  a day — it  means  around- 
the-clock  dedication. 

What  were  my  father’s  rules 
for  training?  They  may  seem 
naive  and  simple,  but  they  work. 


1.  An  absolute  desire  to  win, 

2.  A ferocity  to  go  with  this  de- 
sire. 

. 3.  Absolute  self-confidence. 

4.  A calculated  planning  and 
building  up  for  the  next  contest 
as  soon  as  one  contest  is  over. 

5.  Deliberate  and  active  ex- 
ploitation of  an  opponent’s  weak- 
ness within  the  spirit  of  sports- 
manship. This  is  part  of  the 
game. 

6.  Getting  to  bed  at  9 p.m.  eV-’ 
ery  night  during  the  season.

The  switch  is  believed  to 
have  been  sparked  by  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  construction 
of  the  base. 

RUSSIA  has  been  lacking  up  to 
now  in  submarine  bases  outside 
its  immediate  sphere  of  influence. 

The  Kremlin  tried  eagerly,  but 
failed,  to  establish  a naval  base 
in  Egypt  in  exchange  for  arms 
which  President  Gamal  Abdel 
Nasser  received  in  1956. 

The  Soviet  lost  its  Mediterran- 


ean naval  base  when  the  Alban- 
ians expelled  its  military  mission 
some  time  ago. 

THE  OTHER  Russian  submar- 
ine base  in  Pacific  Harbor  of  Port 
Arthur  had  to  be  abandoned  un- 
der insistent  pressure  from  the 
Communist  Chinese  regime. 

Finally,  the  base  at  Porkala,  in 
Finland,  disappeared  when  the 
Russians  decided  to  withdraw  vol- 
untarily. 

Soviet  bases  are  known  to  exist 
in  the  satellite  states  of  East  Eu- 
rope, but  as  far  as  is  known  there 
are  none  in  Communist  China  or 
in  any  of  the  other  Communist- 
dominated  Far  East  countries.

cycles  of  two  or  three 
years.  Americans  are  due  for 
a large  outbreak  this  winter,  pro- 
bably beginning  about  mid-Dec- 
ember. 

Terry  said  the  impact  of  Asian 
flu  on  a healthy  young  person  is 
relatively  mild.  But  its  debilitat- 
ing effects  can  be  “quite  serious” 
for  certain  types  of  people,  he  no- 
ted. 

“LONG  experience  shows  that 
the  greatest  risks  occur  when  in* 
fluenza  strikes  persons  over  45 
years  of  age,  pregnant  women 
and  those  suffering  from  chronic 
illnesses,”  Terry  said. 

For  some  of  them  the  disease 
can  be  fatal. 

ANYONE  in  doubt  about  his 
need  for  flu  shots  should  consult 
his  physician,  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral said. 

He  noted  that  those  who  have 
previously  had  influenza  vaccina- 
tions will  require  only  a single 
booster  shot  now.  Qfhers  will  neecf 
two  doses  of  vaccine,  administer- 
ed two  months  apart.

Commission  Examines 
Female  Job  Problems 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)— The  Kennedy 
administration  looked  to  the  President's  Com- 
mission on  the  Status  of  Women  this  week 
to  find  ways  to  put  women  workers  on  a 
par  with  men  in  matters  of  job  opportun- 
ity, pay  scales  and  promotions. 

They  reached  conclusions  that  there  is 
an  “urgent”  problem  of  job  discrimination 
against  women ; that  women  workers  are  not 
being  used  to  their  fullest  talents ; that  mil- 
lions of  women  are  denied  equal  pay  for  equal 
work,  that  many  state  laws  abet  discrimation 
against  female  workers. 

Vice  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  told 
the  conference  “you  have  the  absolute  back- 
ing of  Pres.  John  F.  Kennedy.” 

Johnson,  Labor  Secretary  W. 

Willard  Wirtz  and  Atty.  Gen.  Rob- 
ert F.  Kennedy  all  agreed  that 
American  women  workers  suffer 
from  an  “injustice”  in  equal  op- 
portunity in  the  labor  field. 

The  delegates  wound  up  with 
several  suggestions  for  the  com- 
mission to  study: 

—An  executive  order  by  the 
President  banning  job  discrimi- 
nation against  women  who  work 
on  government  contracts. 

—A  long-range  study  by  indus- 
try to  determine  what  jobs  can 
be  opened  to  women  on  the  basis 
of  merit.

NEW  YORK — The  figure  that  is  helping 
22-year-old  Darlene  G.  Bohlin  get  ahead  is 
her  second-from-the-top  rating  in  a national 
examination  for  Certified  Public  Account- 
ants. 

Not  that  there’s  any  hindrance  from  the 
other  figure — Miss  Bohlin  of  Seattle,  Wash., 
is  a five  feet,  five  inch  brunette  vi^ith  blue 
eyes  and  35-23-36  proportions. 

In  a career  at  which  she  has  worked  for- 
mally for  only  two  and  one-half  months,  she 
has  caused  quite  a stir  because  accounting  is 
a profession  dominated  by  men. 

Miss  Bohlin  was  still  in  college 
when  she  took  the  uniform  exams 
given  by  state  boards  of  account- 
ancy. The  examinations  are  pre- 
pared by  the  American  Institute 
of  CPAS,  the  national  profession- 
al organization,  holding  its  75th 
anniversary  meeting  this  week  in 
New  York. 

She  rated  second  highest  among 
ll.CKK)  candidates  in  the  50  states, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands. 

Besting  her  by  a slim  margin 
was  William  P.  Hauworth  II,  Ev- 
anston, 111.,  a CPA  for  five  years. 

She  said  only  one  other  woman 
ever  had  been  an  award  winner — 
a gold  medal  went  in  1959  to  Mrs. 
Ellen  Louise  McClarin  Melohn  of 
Mobile,  Ala. 

“What  Darlene  isn’t  telling 
you,”  her  boss  spoke  up,  “is  that 
she  graduated  last  August  sum- 
ma  cum  laude  from  the  Univer- 
sity. She  had  a 3.9  aVerage  for 
four  years  . . A 4.0  in  accounting.” 

“I  spoiled  an  overall  record  with 
a B in  typing,”  said  Darlene. 

She  had  “interned”  with  Wil- 
son’s firm  during  one  quarter 
while  still  in  college  and  joined  it 
full  time  after  graduation. 

Institute  sources  said  about  98 
per  cent  of  the  75,000  CPAs  in  the 
United  States  are  men.  Wilson 
said  the  opportunities  for  either 
sex  in  the  profession  are  “unlimit- 
ed— I've  been  in  it  for  22  years 
and  there’s  been  a shortage  of  ac- 
countants all  along.” 

He  pointed  out  that  the  need 
would  grow  as  the  business  world 
expanded  and  also  grew  more 
complex,  as  the  income  tax  struc- 
ture became  increasingly  involv- 
ed, as  international  trade  grew 
and  as  more  companies  offered 
their  securities  to  the  public. 

“It  is  a’  sophisticated  science,” 
said  Wilson,  “An  accountant  is 
more  than  a bookkeeper.  He  or 
she  does  budgeting,  counseling, 
auditing,  imrestigation.  . . We  deal 
with  people  as  well  as  with  fig- 
ures.”

Process  of 

Scheduling 

Announce 


The  procedure  for  scheduling 
events  on  BYU  campus  was  re- 
cently announced.  The  rules  will 
apply  to  all  student  organizations, 
said  LaVar  Rockwood,  coordina- 
tor of  student  organizations. 

Permission  to  hold  an  event 
must  be  obtained  through  the 
Student  Coordinator’s  office,  142 
Clark  Student  Service  Center.  Af- 
ter permission  has  been  obtained 
the  event  can  then  be  scheduled 
from  the  Scheduling  Office,  A166 
Smoot  Bldg. 

THE  EVENT  must  be  sched- 
uled at  least  24  hours  in  advance, 
Mr.  Rockwood  explained.  There 
will  be  no  scheduling  before  6 
a.m.  or  after  10:30  p.m.,  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  or  mid- 
night Friday  or  Saturday. 

Weekly  meetings  may  be  sched- 
uled one  semester  in  advance. 
However,  scheduling  officers 
must  be  notified  at  once  if  plans 
are  changed  or  canceled. 

The  head  custodian  of  the 
building  where  the  event  will  be 
held  should  be  presented  with  the 
final-complete  decorating  plan  at 
least  24  hours  in  advance.  (Floor 
plans  can  be  picked  up  at  the 
Scheduling  Office.)  Each  organi- 
zation is  responsible  in  removing 
all  decorations  by  midnight  or 
6 a.m.  the  following  morning. 

DECORATIONS  must  be  com- 
plete when  moved  into  the  build- 
ing. Mr.  Rockwood  stated  that 
the  decorations  may  not  be  paint- 
ed on  floors,  ceilings  or  walls. 
Tacks,  nails,  adhesive  tape,  etc., 
may  not  be  used  on  walls  or  any 
part  of  the  building.  Heavy  arti- 
cles can  be  hung  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  custodian  in  charge. 

Because  of  the  State  of  Utah 
Fire  Code,  no  hay,  straw,  corn- 
stalks, or  dry  tinder  of  any  kind 
may  be  used  in  the  buildings. 

ALL  SETS,  DISPLAYS,  etc., 
must  be  placed  on  the  floor  un- 
der the  personal  supervision  of 
the  custodian,  Mr.  Rockwood  add- 
ed. Furniture  may  not  be  moved 
without  permission  and  under  su- 
pervision of  the  custodian  in  the 
building. 


Conservative  Dress  Gives  Enjoyment 


Appropriate  dress  for  the  oc- 1 
casion  adds  to  the  enjoyment  of 
any  occasion.  In  recognition  of 
this  fact,  and  to  prevent  embar- 
rassment for  the  students  of  BYU, 
the  Student  Committee  of  Dress 
Standards  recommends  the  fol- 
lowing code:

School  clothes  may  be  worn  in 
classes,  movies,  games,  downtown 
Provo,  recreation  areas  and  liv- 
ing areas  in  on-campus  and  off- 
campus  apartments,  trips  away 
from  campus,  matinee  dances.

except  on  Saturdays  when  pants 
for  girls  and  work  clothes  for 
men  are  acceptable. 

Pants,  levis  and  sweat  shirts 
may  also  be  worn  on  picnics, 
hikes  and  canyon  parties. 

Dressy  dresses  and  heels  for 
girls,  sport  suits,  dress  shirts  and 
ties  for  the  men  are  appropriate 
for  Gold  and  Green  Balls  and 
other  semi-formal  dances. 

Sport  suits  or  suits  and  ties  for 
men,  and  suits,  heels  and  good 
dresses  for  girls  wll  fit  nicely 
into  receptions,  lyceums,  con- 
certs, church  services  and  Sunday 
meals  in  the  cafeterias. 

Formal  wear  is  for  formal 
dances  such  as  the  Junior  Prom.

Captain  Larry  A.  Kaufman,  se- 
lection officer  for  the  intermoun- 
tain area,  will  interview  men  in- 
terested in  programs  leading  to 
ground  or  aviation  commissions 
in  the  Marine  Corps.  * 

Freshmen,  sophomore,  and  jun- 
ior students  may  apply  for  train- 
in  the  Marine  Corps’  Platoon 
Leaders  Class  (PLC).  Under  the 
PLC  program  college  men  par- 
ticipate in  summer  training  ses- 
sions at  Marine  Corps  Schools, 
Quantico,  Va. 

Upon  completion  of  the  train- 
ing and  graduation  from  college, 
they  are  commissioned  second 
lieutenants  in  the  Marine  Corps. 
There  is  no  on-campus  training, 
and  pay  upon  commissioning  is 
up  to  $91  per  month  higher  than 
other  commissioning  programs. 

Senior  students  and  graduates 
may  apply  for  the  12-week  Of- 
ficer Candidate  Course  (PCC) 
which  convenes  after  graduation.

Eleven^righam  Young  Univer- 
sity Travel  Study  Tours  this  sum- 
mer helped  276  participants  see 
the  world  in  one  of  the  largest 
travel  programs  of  any  univer- 
sity in  the  nation. 

THE  BYU  TOURS  took  the 
travelers  over  182,000  miles. 

POPULAR  WITH  the  language 
students  is  the  Foreign  Residence 
program,  under  which  the  stu- 
dents reside  with  families  or  in 
dormitories  in  foreign  countries 
and  study  at  universities.  These 
were  conducted  in  Paris,  Quebec, 
Spain  and  Mexico. 

Travel  seminaries,  for  which 
students  receive  college  credit, 
visited  many  foreign  countries  to 
study  their  languages,  arts,  cus- 
toms, and  scenic  attractions.  The 
participants  were  required  to  pre- 
pare reports  before  the  trips  and 
to  keep  journals  and  make  re- 
ports during  and  after  the  trips. 

Robert  C.  Taylor,  director  of 
the  BYU  Travel  Study  Dept.,  ex- 
plained that  “just  going  on  a tour 
doesn’t  earn  college  credit.  The 
participants  must  know  the 
country’s  background  and  history 
before  they  leave.  This  makes  it 
more  worthwhile  when  they  see 
the  places  where  it  really  hap- 
pened.’’ 

EXTENSIVE  European  tours 
covered  Portugal,  Spain,  Africa, 
Greece,  Turkey,"  Poland,  Russia, 
Finland,  the  Scandinavian  coun- 
tries, British  Isles  and  all  of  the 
central  continental  countries. 

Special  trips  this  year  were  a 
theater  tour  of  Europe,  an  around- 
the-world  journey,  a genealogical 
tour  to  England  and  the  contin- 
ent, and  an  Hawaiian  tour.
